And yet the 
song is in verse and the metrical He- 
cent docs not reveal the fact thai 
the one who lirst put it upon paper 
was destined never to hear it sound. 

How she evet grasped the -idea 
that words have an accent which at 
once makes verse writing impossible 
and possible, how she was able to 
write in metre, many who have stu- 
died the curious situation are unable 
to explain. 

Hut the words and the sentiment 
are from the heart of one who has 
detei mined to devote her life to Ihe 
Church, and there is a mournfully 
true ring about them which makes 
her swan song at once a prayer and 
a promise In its sweet simplicity 
lies its gieat Strength, and the sad 
story of the afflicted gill lends a 
forceful meaning to her lines which 
exenses and explains many things 
to III" eye of Ihe literary critic.

But < ven 
though the meaning of t .he words 
formed bj these rais d letters may 
bo clear to the sightless, the sound 
of the words and therefore their 
proper accents must remain a closed 

look forever to the deaf and dumb 
WIIKN THK pvkknkss FELL. 

Tbe afflioted girl was the daugh- 
ter of John V Wallace, she was 
born twenty-one years ago, while 

her fat hei was the pioprieler of the 
Wallace Hotel, on Fifth Avenue, 
near Nineteenth Stieel. She was 
not a strong child and was always 
fully guarded against draughts 
and sickness, In spite of the care 
of her parents she was taken ill with 
a fever when she was si* years old. 
For months she hovered upon the 
brink. Even her physicians shook 
their beads and feared for the out- 
come. Hut it seemed that ti 
was work for her to do iu this world, 



and she recovered and was able to 
sit up in a little chair. Then like 
a bolt from a clear sky it came. 

" Why do you always keep the 
shutters closed, mamma? The room 
is so dark," she said. 

" The windows are wide open, 
dearie,' 1 replied her mother, "and 
the room is full of light." 

Then the startled woman, fearing 
the worst, passed her hand hefoie 
her daughter's face, but no retreat- 
ing movement followed. Sightless 
eyes looked straight in front and 
truth burst with crushing force 
npon Ihe mother. 

"Madeline, you are blind!" cried 
the horrified mother. 

"Ves,mamma,"8aid the little one. 

In the course of the next month 
the child's hearing also left her, 
and, having lost I be sense of sound, 
after the manner of most deaf 
person < she left off speaking, 
although there appears to be no- 
thing the matter with her vocal 
chords. Even if she could speak 
now it is probable that she would 
talk with the same baby lisp she 
knew when all knowledge of sound 
left her. 

i child she had shown remark- 
able ability as a scholar. She was 
most precocious, and it is said that 
she nevei forgot anything she bad 
been told. Desiring lhat her girl 
should not remain in ignorance all 
her life on account of her affliction, 
Mrs. Wallace sent her to the 
York Asylum for the Blind, where 
she was given private lessons by 
the superintendent, Mr. Wait. 

She learned rapidly and soon be- 
came an adept reader in history by 
means of her slender finger tips. 
While Madeline was attending this 
school her mot her did not despair 
of securing some relief for her 
daughter. She applied to various 
tid ear specialists and they 
treated her carefully, but attained 
no satisfying results. She con 
tinned her education at (he asylum 
and soon became a teacher in the 
institution. 

WKOTE BOOKS ON "POINT" 
MACHINE. 

Madeline Wallace also became an 
expert, operator of the " point" type 
writer, a machine by which books 
are printed for the blind, and during 
the time lhat she was growing up 
she made many books for her 
similarly afflicted friends and con- 
tributed many volume* to the fifteen 
public libraries in the United Stales 
where books for the blind are kept, 
the Albany Library, the Con 
gressioual Library, the Cincinnati, 
Library and the Beaton Library. 

The Rev. Dr. Beeaker took an 
especial interest in this girl and 
translated the work of Thomas 
A'Kempis into '• point" because she 
specially fond of his writings 
And, although ahe prized them 
highly and would be sorry to lose 
them, she has lent them, her own 
" point" copies to her blind brothers 
and sister* all over the country. 

Hei unselfish spirit ami her desire 
lo help others less fottunate than 
herself was born in her, her mother 
says Kvei since her affliction she 
has been ot a spiritual turn of mind. 
Robbed of the pleasureof seeing tbe 
ceremonies ol the cathedral, with 
iis b-Hiiiiftil altar and its shining 
candles; unable to hear the peal of 
the grand organ or the solemn (hunt 
of the vestal virgins in the hidden 
nave, she still clung to religion, to 
prayers ana ceremonies.

Alter h time she wrote up- 
on her "point" machine the desire 
that was nearest her heart — that 
nited to take holy orders, be 
come a nun in a convent. Her 
parents had moved to Newark then, 
and Madeline's chief occupation 
was teaching the priert-S of St. Do- 
minic to read in the " point," so 
that they could reach the darkened 
minds of the blind WOrshlppere. 

There was 110 objection raised to 
her becoming a nun. Her lips and 
mind were pure as a child's She 
was in every way fitted to take the 
veil.

ceremonial could be fonnd by which 
the 1 tiles of the sisterhood could be 
kept and the quest ions administered 
to her, she set to work leaching 
Mother Emannelle, mother superior 
of the Newark Convent, how to 
read in the sign language. The good 
mother already loved the girl and 
entered upon her task willingly. 
Before loug she had mastered it 
sufficiently to be willing to under- 
take the ceremony. 

The rites were performed in the 
chapel of the cloister. The beauti- 
ful little Church was decorated with 
flowers and illuminated with candles 
as if for a wedding. And, truly, it 
was a wedding, the wedding of a 
blind girl who was to become the 
bride of the church. The organ 
that she could not hear pealed the 
soft rhythm of a solemn march, and 
Madeline appeared at the door and 
numbed down the aisle of the 
church, escorted by many nuns, 
dressed in white,- as if they were 
her bridesmaids.

Dr Oallaudet went to New York, 
Tuesday noon to attend the funeral 
of his brother, I'eter Wallac • Gal- 
landet, who died at a private sana- 
torium in that city on Sunday, 
the eleventh.

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Will the time ever come when 
the Brooklyn Guild can proudly say 
to the world that it has a hall or 
chapel of its own where its meetings 
and sociables can be held at any 
time it may elect ? At present the 
outlook for such a condition is 
dark — very dark — yet it should not 
he, as the Guild has among its 
members some of the brightest 

deaf of Greater New York, among 
others Vicing Archie McLaren, Frank 
Kek.'i, Leo. Oreis, John B. Valles, 
W. J. While, Oeorge Lindcmann, 
Herman Heck, W. A. Moore, Joe. 
Sehloss, Hugh Conlon, Mrs. Ella 
Turner, Mrs. Oeorge I). Kinscy, 
Misses Sarah Stein, I'.mma I'.am- 
man, Hannah Hendricks, Maud 
Muller, Mrs Belle C. Lockwood 
and others. 

If the Guild was a unit, and its 
members " put their shoulders to

woman in this city. 

It cannot bo expected that from 
the very start the new organization 
will be able Io do all a first class 
Insurance company or beneficial 
Society can do. Far be it; but it 
can do something and however 
small that something may be, it will 

prove a blessing to the dependent 

ones of those who have made no 
other provisions for tha.t dreaded 
hour which must come Io all. If 

sufficient encouragement is given 

this movement, in time it is hoped 
that it will, not only be able Io 
bury its dead, and look al'tci those 
left behind, but also lake care of 

the sick and possibly provide ;i 

Cheap form of insurance for its; 
members. 

In Conclusion it is here slated 

thai the proposed new society 
will not in any way antagonize the 
Brooklyn Guild or any of the oilier 
existing organizations.

The Sunday papers contained a 
brief report of the horrible death of 
a deaf-mute on the raiitoad, and the 
following, from the North Ameri- 
can, gives the main facts:

—Jacob Hell, h mute, aged 40, was run down 
by a shifting engine on the siding lending 
Into Hoopes & Townsend's iron mills, st 
Boop e sto o . this afternoon. Bell was em- 
it iIh- iron mill. He is survived by 
• wife aud three children. 

The unfortunate man, whose full 
name was Jacob C. Bell and who is 
aired •'!<>, was a giaduatc of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the 

Deaf and Dumb at about the time 
of the writer, in 1881. He then 
lived in Conshohocken, on the out- 
skirls of Philadelphia, On the day 
of llie great, blizzard of '88, (if we 
remember the year correctlv,) 
Mr. Bell disappeared and, after 
months of fruitless searching, he 
was Riven up for dead. He was 
not dead, however, and relumed to 
his hom« in about a year, appar- 
ently not realizing how much 
trouble and anxiety he had caused 
his parents. He subsequently 
married Miss Jacobs, a Phila- 
delphia lady, who with three chil- 
dren survive him We last saw 
Mr. Bell in the latter part of 
Oclobei or early part of November 
last, meeting him at 13lh and Arch 
Streets, lie was carrying his five 
or six years old child to the Read- 
ing Teiminal. He told us that 
he was making weekly trips to 
the Medico-Chirnrgical Hospital 
to have the child's legs treated. 
It was such a nice child (a girl 
we believe), that ws wished to 
talk more, but, seeing that he 
had a heavy burden in his arms and 
two more blocks to cover, we re- 
frained from detaining him and 
bade him "good by el" Well, we 
can only add that we never imagined 
that it would bo our last meeting 

The funeral took place on Monday 
afternoon (lUth inst.)at one o'clock, 
from his late resilience al Fort 
Washington, sixteen miles from this 
city. The interment was at St. 
Thomas' Church, Whitemarsh, Pa 
The bereaved family has onr 
sincere s\ mpathy.

water is boiled, the steam working 

a powerful engine, < of 

pumping some fourteen hundred 



gallons of water in a minute. From 
a distance the California sun motor 
looks like a huge open umbrella, 
inverted, and with a piece sawn off 
its top. It is balanced on a high 
steel framework, and is set at such 
an angle that it will catch the 
sunbeams on its 1788 mirrors. Each 
of these mirrors measures two feet 
in length and Ihree inches across, 
and reflects the sunshine into a 
long cylinder, corresponding to 
the handle of the umbrella; which 
holds about a hundred gallons of 
water. The boiler is made of steel, 
covered with a heat absorbing ma- 
terial. 

The hot, persistent California sun 
that shines almost every day in the 
year, when reflected from the mir- 
rors on to the boiler, causes such 
heat that it is possible to obtain 150 
pounds of steam pressure In oi.e 
hour from cold water. When the 
machine is ready for work — a task 
for a boy who has merely to turn a 
crank until an indicator shows 
when the sun is truly focused on 
the mirrors — it will move round so 
that its face is kept turned to the 
son all day without further manipu- 
lation, under the force of an auto- 
matic engine. The engine it auto- 
matically supplied with water, and a 
safety valve releases the steam if 
the pressure should become too 
great. All day, every day from an 
hour after sunrise to half an 
hour before sundown, the tireless 
heat concentrator keeps ilsshining 
face turned to the sun, storing up 
an energy which may be put to 
almost, any UBe. It works under the 
powerful California sun, as well in 
winter as in summer. — Pearson's 
lazine. 

The History ol Knbber. 



The world was a long time learn- 
ing the uses and value of rubber. 
For two eeetnrhw after the Span- 
iards saw the gum in the hands of 
natives of the New World, it was 
little more than a curiosity. Old 
Herrera, who wenl with Columbus 
on his second voyage, made a note 
of an elastic ball which w is moulded 
from the gum of a tree. At their 
names the nu.Je Hsytians made it 
bound high in Ihe air. The Aztecs 
were familiar with the gum, and 
called it ule, and from them the 
Spaniards learned to smear it on 
their coats to keep out the wet. 

They had crossed the seas for gold, 
and never dreamed of a time when 
the sticky milk Ihe uncouth Indians 
drew from strange irees would be 
worth more than all the treasures of 
the hills. (On February 23, 1890, 
a ship carrying a cargo of 1,167 
tons of rubber, valued at $2,210,000, 
saih'd from Para for New York, 
leaving 200 tons behind on the 
wharf.) Jose, King of Portugal, in 
"., comes down to us as Ihe 
wearer of a pair of hoots s^nt out to 
Para to be covered with a water- 
proof gum Yet .'500 years were to 
elapse before a Connecticut Yankee 
should make a pair of boots of 
ruM>er which would not, decompose. 
Or. Priestly, author of a work on 
"Perspective, " now forgotten, re- 
corded that caoutchouc (pronounced 
kachook) was useful in small elites 
for rubbing out pencil marks — 
hence the name rubber. 

Tin- Indian linked with it refers 
to Ihe savages who gathered if in 
the Amazon wilderness. Dr. Priest- 
ly's cubes were half an inch long, 
and sold for three shillings, or 75 
cents apiece. A stiff price for the 
finest rublier to-day is tl a pound. 
Its price for ten years has ranged 
frorr; nte totl.09. The first 

convertion of the gum to useful pur- 
s made but slow headway. 
The first waterproof cloth in 1797 
was the work of an Englishman. 
It was tentative, and of course, it, 
would not stand beat. In 1823, 
Charles Macintosh, of fJlasgow, dis- 
covered naphtha, and, dissolving 
rubber in it, produced a varnish, 
which, when spread on cloth, made 
it really impervious to water. As 
late as 1830 the importation of rub 
ber into England amounted only to 
100 pounds. In ISM no less 
than 10,075, 581 pounds were con- 
sumed in that country, and the con- 
sumption in the United States 
reached 01,606,787 pounds. Most 
of Ihe rubber used in the world still 
comes from equatorial South Ameri- 
ca, and the forests where the In- 
dians gathered ule are as dense 
day and almost as little known to 
while men as in the time of Cor- 
tez. — Ainslee's Magazine.
